Despite the brave efforts of Mrs. Frank Moore to save from fire the horses in her 
husband's livery stable at 527 West Sixty-sixth place yesterday morning nineteen of 
them were burned to death. The fire occurred yesterday morning. Without hat or jacket 


Mrs. Moore ran from her house into the barn when the alarm was first given, and gave 
valuable assistance to the few men who were trying to lead forty-two horses down from

The 
flames, licking up the dry bedding and hay in the lower part of the barn, at length drove 
her from her post when nearly a score of horses remained in the barn. : a 

Mrs. Moore's sister-in-law, Mrs. John Moore, tried to save her household goods and 
was caught in the second story of the house which adjoins the barn. She opened a front 
window and crawled out on to the slanting roof of a bay window, and hung there until a 
burst of smoke and flame caused her to let go. She was taken to the Englewood Union 
Hospital, where it was found that she had sustained internal injuries. 3 

Policemen Murray and Doherty of the Englewood Station rescued two aged and help- 
less women from an adjoining house when it was feared that the building would catch 
fire. The women were Mrs. Christine Johnson, 64 years old and crippled, and Mrs. T. 
Major, 78 years old. Both lived at 529 West Sixty-sixth place.

The Boer leaders’ fear is, therefore, that 
if after they have arranged terms these. 
desperadoes should descend on English ter- 
titory, the damage they will do may be 
visited by the English government on the 
Boers themselves—that is, that the British 
government, in short, may either seize the 
opportunity of abrogating some of the con- 
cessions they may have found it advisable 
to make to the late republics, or at least 
insist that the latter shall pay for any dam- 
age the rebels may have inflicted either to 
lite or property.

NEW SUBWAY PROBLEM IN BOSTON. 

After having satisfactorily settled one sub- 
way problem, the people of Boston are now 
confronted with another. The existing sub- 
way has relieved the congestion on one im- 
portant thoroughfare. The proposed new 
subway is for the relief of Washington 
street, a still more important thoroughfare, 
and one which is exceedingly crowded owing 
to its narrowness. Last year the elevated

Such a bill is 
now pending in the Legislature giving the 
city authority to construct the subway and 
lease it för a term of twenty years at a rent- 
al equal to 4% per cent of its cost, which is 
the same rental as that now paid by the 
elevated road for the existing subway. The 
construction is not to begin until the bill has 
been accepted by the people and the lease 
signed. 

With one or two amendments, which do 
not affect the substance of the bill, it is 
favored by the Public Franchise league, the 
Associated Board of Trade, the Building 


Federation of Labor, and all these organiza- 
tions are working together for the passage 
of the bill. The elevated railroad corpora- 
tion, on the other hand, is vigorously work- 
ing for delay, with the hope that in another 
year there may be a new set of officials in 
the city government more favorably dis- 
posed to corporations. As the condition of 
the street is growing worse and worse, and 
the people are becoming more and more im- 
patient, the pressure upon the Legislature 
probably will be too strong for the corpora- 
tion to overcome. Undoubtedly the bill will 
soon be passed, and the referendum will re- 
sult in favor of municipal ownership by a 
large majority. In that case the people, 
through their representatives, will have 
something to say as to rates and the general 
policy of management.

DRUGGISTS LOSE ON RACES, 728 
ERS SEEK A CURE. 


Men Who Sell 1 Said to Have 
Become Demoralized by the Sheets 
Which Tell of the Performances of 
the Horses—Squander Their Cash 
and Their Bills Go Unpaid—Effort to 
Bar Out the Offending ‘Sheets— 
Also Deo Harm.

The betting fever, has taken possession of. 
the druggists and their. clerks to such an 
extent that leaders in the drug trade are pre- 
paring to start a crusade against the/seore 
cards which are distributed each evening to 
announce the result of the races. . 

An attempt will be made at the next meet- 
ing of the Chicago Retail Druggists’ associa- 
tion to place the organization on record as 
opposed to the display of the score cards in 
any of the stores owned by its members. A 
resolution to that effect will be introduced. 
and its supporters are confident of its pass-. 

The agitation against the score cards began 
after the investigation of charges against a 
druggist who often left his store in the charge 
of an unregistered pharmacist. It developed 
that the proprietor had gone to the races. 

Then complaints were heard by the asso- 
ciation from some of the wholesale druggists 
Trade was 
brisk, but many of the retailers could not 
settle their accounts. An investigation 
showed that in numerous cases those behind 
in their accounts were frequenters of the 
tracks or poolrooms. . 

The ext@nt of the racing fever among the 
druggists astonished the members of the 
Executive committee of the association. 
Druggists who never before had been known 
to bet or speculate were found “ talking 
horse instead of prescriptions. 

It was pick em instead of fill them 
** good for show or place instead o of * — 
for cold or fever.“ 

According to members of the association 
the trouble has its source in a too diligent 
study of the score cards. The bulletins have 
been displayed for the benefit of the custom- 
ers, and have been considered as necessary 
as the postage stamp counter. Customers 
would drop in to see the ball score or learn 
the winner of the last race,“ and at first 
the druggist joined the group only out of 
curiosity. Then a customer would have a 
“good thing.“ and would “ tip“ it to the 
drug man. The result was a small bet, then 
demoralization.

Grand Duke Adolphus of Luxemburg 
has surrendered the reins of govern- 
ment to his only son, Prince William, 
who has now assumed the title of Viceroy 
and stadtholder of the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
emburg, exercising the powers and eren, 
tives of regent.. 7 

While theoretically Luxemburg does not 
belong te the states comprised in the federa- 
tion known as the German Empire, it be- 
tongs thereto for practical purposes, being 
included in the customs union of the empire, 
and the railroad and postal systems of the 
grand duchy are likewise comprised In those 
of the German Empire. 

The new etadtholder of Luxemburg is a 
man just 50 years of age, celebrated as one of 
the stoutest and most pleasure-loving Princes 
of Europe, and who was looked upon as the 
gayest of confirmed bachelors until he sud- 
denly astonished all his friends and ac- 
quaintances by marrying nine years ago the 
Infanta Marie ‘Anne of Portugal, daughter 
of the late ex-King Miguel of Portuga“ and 
sister of that Duke of Braganza who is at the 
present monfent the legitimist pretender to 
the throne of Portugal. 

Although he has now become the most de- 
voted of husbands and a thoroughly domestic 
man, yet he explained at the time of his mar- 
riage that his sole object in wedding was to 
assure the succession to the throne of Lux- 
emburg—in fact, that he was marrying sole- 
ly for dynastic and state purposes. 

So far his marriage has been useless for 
purposes of this character. For his con- 
sort has given birth to five girls in succes- 
sion, who are barred from the throne by rea- | 

son of the Salic law which prevails there. 
se dns the people of Luxemburg stil: live 
in hope that the hereditary Grand Duchess 
will fulfill in course of time what they are 
pleased to describe as her duties,“ and pro- 
vide the nation With a male heir to the grand 
d throne. 


The old Grand Duke who has laid down his 
scepter and given public expréssion of the 
fact that he is weary of his crown descends 
from his throne for the third time. His his- 
tory has indeed been a strange one, for he 
reigned for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury as sovereign Duke of Nassau before 

being deprived of his dominions and of his 
throne by Prussia-after the war of 1866, in 
which he had taken sides with Austria. That 
war robbed him not only of his crown but 
also of the chief sources of his income, which 
was derived from the public gaming tables 
at Wiesbaden, which were y closed 
by Prussia. 

For the next twenty years he lived 
happily and contented in Austria, spending 
the season at Vienna, where he still owns a 
magnificent palace. In 1889 he was notified 
of the death of King William III. of Holland 
and of his own accession to the latter’s crown 
as Grand Duke of 


Duke Adolph, in e to the requests 
of the Luxemburg officials, immediately-took 
train for Luxemburg, arrived there, was 
hailed as Grand Duke and officially instal’ed 


of all concerned, the news came that the old 
King of Holland had come to life again—that 
what had generally been believed to be his 
death had been a species of cataleptic trance, 
and that he had likewise tecovered his rea- 
son, which had been clouded for severa:

The old Grand Duke until a few years ago 
was celebrated as one of the finest four-in- 
hand whips in Europe, and his numerous 
spills were due not to any bad driving but to 
the fact that he was fond of having pretty 
women beside him on the box seat, and that 
he devoted the attention to them he should 
have given to his horses. Within the last 


den or fifteen years he has smashed his bones 


at least a dozen times, recovering each time 
from the effects of his mishap in the most 
manner. 

He has one brother, Prince Nicholas ot 
Nassau, married to the divorced wife of the 


Doube:t. She bears the title of Countess 
Merenberg, and is a child of Russia’s most 
famous poet, Pouchkine. Indeed, it was her 
birth that led to the duel in which Pouchkine 
was killed by his brother-in-law; Baron 
Heeckeren, at the mention of whose name 
every patriotic Russian considers it neces- 
sary to spit on the ground. 

This brother, Prince Nicholas, whose mar- 
Tiage is a morganatic one, and the new 
stadtholder and regent of Luxemburg are 
the only two male relatives of the aged 
Grand Duke, and unless the regent’s wife 
gives birth to a boy the line of Nassau will 
become extinct, and the people of Luxem- 
burg, whose neutrality is guaranteed by the 
great powers of Europe, will be called upon to 
elect either a Grand Duke or else a Presi- 
dent—that is to say, if they chose to convert 
the government of their country into a re- 
public. 

. If Germany were to make any attempt to 
take possession: of it France would imme- 
diately go to war, for, while France can tol- 
erate Luxemburg as a neutral state, abso- 
lutely devoid of any fortifications, it could 
not allow it to be converted into a German 
stronghold. Luxemburg, it may be remem- 
bered, was already once before the subject 
of a bitter dispute between France and Ger- 
many which brought the two nations to the 
verge of r. King William had ar- 


ranged in 1867 to cede the grand duchy to 


France in return for pecunlary and other com- 
pensation. But at the ast moment the 
scheme was frustrated through the agency 
of his American “ belle amie,“ Mme. Musard, 
who warned the Prussian government of 
coe project and put an end 17 the whole 
affair.

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ACCEPY RAISE IN RATES 


INSURANCE MEN FIND THEIR PA- 
TRONS ARE APPRECIATIVE. 


Contest Over Apartment-House Rat- 
ange Involves Question Whether 
Transfer te Ordinary Class Can Be 


Made Without Amendment of Con- 


stitution — New Schedule Proposed 
Penalizing Over 2,500 Square Feet 
and Height Above Four Stories. 


Insurance men reported yesterday that the 
rate advance was being well received, most 
of their customers appreciating the situation 
of the companies. For all that many had 
requests to issue policies and date them 
back, but careful provision had been made 
‘against this. 

Interest is now centered in the contest 
over apartment house rates. Notice has been 
given that a constitutional amendment 
would be proposed transferring them from 
the preferred to the ordinary class. One 
prominent manager said yesterday that no 
amendment was necessary for him to put 
them in the. prohibited class, and a number 
of companies are known to have done that. 

For the ordinary class 10 per cent less com- 
missions are paid, so that the expense to 
the companies would be less. Then it is pro- 

posed to increase rates by a new apartment 
— schedule penalizing area over 2,500 
square feet, height above three or four 
stories, variations in the construction from 
the building ordinance, the presence of 
restaurants, etc. 

Quite an element is opposed to this, how- 
ever. It holds that the companies that have 
the bulk of the apartment house business 
have got it by bovine excess commissions, 
and they do not propose to help them out 
of their predicament. They are not strong 
enough to prevent action in the present tem- 
per of the companies, many of which wanted 
the advance to be much more sweeping. 


Inspect Department Store Bridges. 

Several months ago complaints were made 
that the bridges connecting sections of de- 
partment stores were being filled with in- 
flammable goods, and the inspectors were 

ordered to have this corrected. Some firms 

‘have not complied, and the board has ordered 
a charge of 50 cents for bridges across alleys 
where proper cut-offs are not provided or 
merchandise is allowed to accumulate. 

The Scandinavian Mutual Aid association 
has decided, after a hot fight, to reinsure in 
a new company, to be organized by the 
association, and to continue the present 
assessment system with increased rates for 
the future and liens to make up for the de- 
ficiencies in the past.

| coNSUL ENLIGHTENS HIS COUN- 
TRYMEN ON CHICAGO. 


Declares in His Annual Report That 
There Is No Room Here for the Aged 
or Lasy—Exuglishmen Judged by the 
Failures Sent Here to Try Again— 
Likes the “Drummer” and the 
Young American—Document Delay- 
ed in Transit. 


The shipwrecked annual report of Consul 
William Wyndham has reached the London 
office, and all Britain is now informed of 
the virtues of Chicago, While the report 
deals with the fourteen States in the dis- 
trict presided over by Captain Wyndham, it 
lays particular stress upon conditions in 
Chicago as the typical American city, where 
all lines of industry are to be found repre- 
sented, and where the American, profes- 
sional man or craftsman, is to be seen at his 


best. 

Consul Wyndham makes no recommenda- 
tions of businéss opportunities here, caus- 
tically criticising his countrymen for their 
lack of appreciation of his last year’s re- 
port. At that time he stated that there was 
an excellent opening in Chicago for the de- 
velopment of the herring trade. Only one 
inquiry was received during the year, and 
this came from Ireland, which sent a spe- 
cial representative to inquire into prevail- 
ing conditions. The indifference of the Eng- 
lish merchant to the opportunities here, Mr. 
Wyndham said, is further emphasized by 
his failure to inform the consular represent- 
ative of the name of his agents and where 
they are to be found. 


Consul Praises the Traveling Men. 


The Consul compliments the young men 
of Chicago, praises the traveling men of 


the country, declares the merchants are in- 


defatigable, the workingmen independent, 


and the skilled mechanic invincible. Refer- 


ring to the- plan of the French to establish 
‘a scientific school here and in Pittsburg, the 
report ventures the opinion that disappoint- 
ment awaits the founders because the young 
men educated here will prefer to remain in 
America to returning to their native land 
and endeavoring to reform the methods of 
their fathers. 

The report has nothing but kind words 
for Chicago. 

The commercial success of Chicago is 
partly owing to the education, which teaches 
the boys independence and knowledge of 
their future responsibilities, said Consul 
Wyndham, and does not set up prowess 
in athietics as the highest point to be at- 
tained, although every encouragement is 
given to playing games of all kinde at 
schools and universities. Americans are 
as fond of outdoor life, shooting, fishing, and 
games, as men of any other country, but it 
is used only as a relaxation and is entirely 
put out of their minds when working. 

Another cause of success is the keeping 
of the money which has been made and the 
brains which have made the business in it 
as long as possible.“ 


No Place for Old Men Here. 


The report holds that Chieago is no place 
for old men or men even who are over 45 
years of age, who are out of work. Mr. 
Wyndham insists that, especially in clerical 
work, the fact that these men are out of 
employment places them under suspicion 
and employers are chary of giving them 
anything to do. He finds, however, that

WESTERN IMMIGRANT BUREAU 
TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to Begin Hearings in 
New York on May 2 Causes Great Ex- 
citement Among General Passenger 
Agents of the Roads Affected—Asso- 
ciation Considered legal, as It Is- 
in the Nature ofa Pool. 


Western General Passenger Agents were 
greatly excited yesterday when informed 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission- 
ers would begin an investigation of the im- 
migrant business on May 2 at New York. 
The notice came to Chairman MacLeod of 
the Western Passenger association, and re- 
quested him to appear at the hearing. He 
communicated the announcement to the pas- 
senger agents. 

Chairman Macleod also laid before the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the Western Passenger 
association telegrams from F. A. Wadleigh, 
manager of the Western immigrant bureau 
in New York, and from Commissioner 
Farmer saying they had also been sub- 
poenaed to testify in the matter. It also was 
learned that the General Passenger Agents 
of the Eastern trunk lines, most of whom 
had been subpcenaed, had to tell all they 
knew regarding the matter. 

Chairman MacLeod will be accompanied 
to New York by the General Passenger 
Agents of some of the principal roads mem- 
bers of the bureau, and several Western’ 
railroad attorneys will be present. 


Bureau Considered Illegal. 
The immigrant bureau, or clearing-house,
